to his garage for repairs. The source did not know the lo- 
cation of the coffe shop and did not want her name used* 
Source also stated eho would not give the name of the friend 
who had heard the mechanic making the statement t unless it 
was absolutely necessary- A report {Xnt- 2965-11) waa made 
on this information because it was folt a possibility existed 
of locating the mechanic or garage thru bills and receipta 
confiscated from the vehicle of JACK BUST* Y/hen photostatic 
copies of the contents of RUBY 1 B vehicle were received by 
this office , they were searched with negative results in - 
regards to mechanical work* 


Detective F-A* Jfellinghausen was later sent to contact 
the original source and was given the name of SUBJECT and 
his place of employment, the SUBJECT being the person source 
had received the information from.
